Westerdale M.D. 
Annual Meeting 


Tiere was only a fair attendance 
at the annual meeting of the West- 
erdale Municipality, which was held 
Saturday, but considerable interest 
was displayed in the affair of the 
district. 

Betore the business meeting, 
Reeve George Clark asked the 
privilege of the floor to express, on 
behalf of the council and ratepayers 
as a whole, the loss sustained in the 
passing of Mr. Norman Clarke, who 
was a loyal friend and a valuable 
public servant. Tle remarked that 
Mr, Clarke had served the old Local 
Improvement District and that ex- 
cepting for two years, had been a 
member of the Westerdale Munici- 
pal council since its formation until 
his death, Tle also took an active 
part Provincial municipal affairs and 
was vice-president of the Alberta 
Municipal Association, 

Mr, Clark said that he will never 
be forgotten for his great devotion 
to duty, and to quote Mr, Farnell, 
president of the Alberta Municipal 
Association, ‘‘The world was better 
for his having passed this way.” 

The meeting observed two minute 
silence in memory of Mr Clarke, 

Mr. A, Buckley was appointed 
chairman of the meeting, 

The financial statement was read 
and discussed, It was brought out 
that there had been lack of co-op- 
eration on the part of the farmers in 
the collection of poll tax, and meth- 
ods of enforcing collection was dis- 
cussed 

Mr W. Davies expressed satis- 
faction with the renumeration the 
council had set for their services 
and car mileage, stating that with 
gas and tires shortage and the 
shortage of help during the war, 
they were doing an excelleat job. 

There was some criticism on the 
state of the roads during the winter 
and it was felt that more effort 
should be made in clearing the 
snow, It was recommended that 
the Council try and purchase the 
necessary machinery to keep the 
roads open 

Mr. Davies gave a report on the 
work of the Olds School Division 
and remarked that in view of higher 
costs it would be necessary to in- 
crease the requisitions from all the 
municipalities to the amount of 
$15000 00, He said that last year 
the replacement of teachers was 
4595 compared with 159% in ordi 
nary years, 

It was reported that Mr. A, 
McNaughton, who has been secre- 
tary of the municipality since its 
formation, had resigned 

Mr, Frank Ingham moved that 
a vote of thanks and appreciation 
be tendered Mr, McNaughton for 
the long years of service he had 
rendered the municipality, The 
motion was seconded by Mr, W, 
Summers and carried unanimously, 

Nominations fer councillors were 
called for and in Division 5, Reeve 
Geo Clark was elected by acclama- 
tion, In Division 6, Charles Brown 
was the only person nominated and 
was declared elected,

Mr. Ll. L. Taggart was appointed 
chairman at the annual meeting of 
the Mountain View Municipality 
held at Olds on Saturday Inet. 


The Financial Statement which 
was read showed a decided improv- 
ment in the financial position of the 
municipality, All municipal and 
school Joana had been retired and 
there was a municipal eurplus of 
$406.15 and a echocl surplue of 
$2096.10 It was brought out, how- 
ever, that the amount of arrears of 
taxee Were too Jarge and that if their 
arreare were collected, it may be 
possible to reduce the mill rate. 

There was considerable discussion 
on maintaining roads but no defi- 
nite recommendations were made, 
it heing the general opinion thot it 
wae a tiatter for the council to cope 
with. 


The question of enlarged unit 
came in for much comment and the 
aecretary remarked that there was 
everg likelihood that the larger unit 
would be established Opiniona 
expressed were decidedly against 
such a change and a motion was 
passed that in view of such possibil- 
ity all the surplus in municipal 
funds should be expended on roads. 


Mr. Trimble made a report on 
the Olds Municipal Hospital and 
said it was hoped to proceed with 
the new hospital this year 

Nominations for councillors were 
received and for Division 1, W. F 
Metz was the only person nomina- 
ted, and he was declared elected by 
acclamation, 

In Division 2, W A. Archer, the 
retiring councillor and WT. Rich- 
arda were nominated and the election 
will take place on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 27, at the Mountain View 
Community Hall 

For the Hospital Soard only two 
were nominated and Councillors B 
Trimble and J. Dodd were declared 
elected

Here are simple wass of making 
germinators for testing the germina: 
tion of wheat, oats, barley and other

Out two sheete of thick whit 
blotting paper to the size of a din- 
ner plate. Lay one sheet on a plate 
and wet it thoroughly (draining off 
excess moisture), On thie blotting 
paper place 100 kernels of grain. 
Cover with the second sheet of blot. 
ting paper and moisten the tog 
paper Piace the second plate o1 
top inserting a match between the 
rdgee of the two plates for ventila 
tion Keep in a warm place and 
moisten the blotting papers several 
times a day, 

Or, take a flour pot 4 or 5 inches 

diameter, with ai hole in the 
bottom for drainage and fill it with 
Piant 100 kernels about 
an inch deep and moisten the soil 
daily A shallow wooden box, with 
eeveral holes bored in the bottom, 
say Ox1l2 inches, and about 4 inches 
deep, filled with loamy soil, can he 

ubstituted for the flower pot If 
100 seeds are planted the nuniber 
that emerge in about twelve days 
Indicates the percentage of germina:
